It m ay come as a sh<>ck to Americans and 
E urt^eans that their efforts to save Biafran 
children from starvation is meeting with in­ 
creasing resistance—in fact is arousing anger 
in m any of the new na'ions of Africa. 
But reports <x it of Africa are revealing just 
that. It seems the Western w orld’s efforts to 
save the starving children has brought about a 
great loss of sjm pifhy for the Biafran cause 
among Afncan politicians. 
In many rapha!'- inrought Africa, the feeling 
is being ex pres.seri hat outsiders are meddling 
ftgadn in A fric a a ffa irs. 


WHEN THE Organization of African Unity 
summit meeting was held last month in Algiers, 
the Nigerian government won a huge vo*e of 
confidence and Riafra was left almost without 
friends or hope e.f meaningful support in Africa. 
The resentment seem s to involve the unspo­ 
ken assumprior that white people must still do 
for the blaek.' that the blacks are unable or un­ 
willing to do for themselves. 
Relief wort.ors pouring into Biafra and the 
re.st of Nigeria are learning with amazement 
and dismay that starvation and other forms of 
human dismess do not disturb many Africans 
like thev do people in richer and happier coun­ 
tries. 


They are learning that the custom, where 
there is starvation, is to let the smallest and 
weakest die first, as they represent the smallest 
investment in food and clothes already paid. 
In one q uoted ex ample a worker for Save the 
Children, in another African nation, learned 
that he could not give away food designated ex ­ 
clusively for children. He was told. 
“ If y ou want a tree to grow, y ou do not water 
the leaves, y ou water the roots. 
Information of this ty pe filtering back to the 
Western world may force a painful reappraisal 
of our relationship with these emerging African 
states relative both to our foreign aid program 
and our policy with regard to the efforts of 
church-sponsored and private humanitarian in­ 
stitutions. 


THESE REPORTS will tend to support the 
position taken by the isolationists and tho.se who 
would reduce foreign aid to many of the nations 
of the world which clearly seem not to want our 
assistance. 
The idea that Biafra actually is being hurt by 
Western efforts to be humane and feed her 
starving children serves to point up a m ajor 
difference 
in 
the cultures of 
many 
newly 
formed African nations and the older countries 
of Europe and North America,

Emotional issues sometimes outweigh every ­ 
thing else in a presidential campaign and It 
looks this y ear as if those q uestions which have 
aroused intense feelings are uppermost in the 
minds of the voters. 


From all parts of the country come virtually 
the sam e reports from campaign workers and 
others who have sought to learn what is tnily 
preoccupy ing the thoughts of most people. 


Whenever there is a war going on, the voters 
are alway s deeply worried. Rut this time there 
are issues of even more widespread and inti­ 
m ate concern which are causing the people to 
be gravely discontented and fearful. 
Members of Congress are hearing about this 
In the letters they receive. When many of them 
go back to their districts, they are buttonholed 
by their constituents and given plenty of com­ 
plaints. 


THE 
PRESIDENTIAL 
CANDIDATES 
are 
dealing in the vaguest way with solutions for 
these issues, although they know how deep-seat­ 
ed are the people’s feelings on each one. The 
call for “law and order” has bees popularized 
but citizens generally are upset because they 
believe that governmental authority has not 
been ex erci.sed effectively at the federal, state 
or city levels. 
Nix on, in one of his speeches this week, 
promised to set up a national law'-enforccment 
council and to .'elecf an attorney general who 
would really prosecute violations of federal law 
—which the Republicans contend has been neg­ 
lected. 
Humphrey has issued a task force report on 
“ order and justice” and say s the nation must 
mobilize not only to enforce the laws but to root 
out social and economic causes of crime and 
violence. 
Wallace promi.ses a stern and repressive poli­ 
cy on the problem of civil disorder and crime 
lo the .streets. 
The average voter isn’t so intere.sted in any 
particular remedy . But he does want “ some­ 
thing done” to stop riots, m ake the streets safe 
and produce a more peaceful relationship be­ 
tween the races 
The protest vote is not confined to any seg­ 
ment of the people 
R ada! consciousness In 
some cities has reached an ex treme point 
A 
substantial majority of the Negroes want peace 
and are not sy mpathetic with the militants. In 
almost all the riots Negroes have suffered more 
injuries than have whites. 


WHETHER YOU TAI.K to fax i drivers in the 
big cities or to farm ers in the country distri''ts 
or to dwellers in suburban areas, the same in- 
ten.sity of protest is encountered. 
The ordinary ’ citizen doesn’t offer any solution 
for the crime problem but he thinks the presi­ 
dential candidates ought to have one. He feels 
the government ought to be able to find an an­ 
swer So his vote this y ear will be registered in 
protest against inaction and for whoever prom­ 
ises really to “do something” that is decisive 
and seems likely to carry out his pledges. 
Among the most penetrating issues which 
have built much emotional stre.s.s are federal 
“ integration” activities which involve the bu.s- 
ing of children from one school district lo an­ 
other and tbe various laws forbidding owners of 
property to sell to whomever they please. 
The amazing size of the Wallace percentages 
in different states is, of course, due to the mood 
of protest. Prim arily the undecurrent of dis­ 
content is leveled at the ex isting admini! 5tration 
in Washington. This has happened many times 
before—the people blame unfavorable (ievelop- 
ments on the party in power. 
Summed up, reports of voter sentiment indi­ 
cate clearly that there is a desire for change 
In the past, when a change in the party in pow­ 
er has been sought and obtained, the new ad­ 
ministration has sometimes not done much bet­ 
ter than the preceding one. 
But the people feel. wh« i thev vote for an op­ 
position candidate, that at least the new chief 
ex ecutive will not be bound by party ties or 
platforms to pursue the sam e course as his 
predecessor 


THE PROTEST TODAY is emerging in aU 
sections of the country It seems to be confnol- 
Hng the voters’ attitudes, irrespective of the 
fact that economic conditions are, generally 
speaking, satisfactory on the whole. 
While the constantly rising cost of living is 
frtx ^uenlly referred to as an unfavorable devel­ 
opment for the party in power, it doesn’t di.s- 
turb the voters nearly as much as the emotion­ 
al issues of the day .

Emotional Issues 


Em otional issues som etim es outweigh every­ 
thing else im a presidential cam paign and it 
looks this y e ar as if those questions which have 
aroused intense feelings are upperm ost im the 


m inds of the voters. 


F rom all p arts of the country com e virtually 
the sam e reports from cam paign w orkers and 


others who have sought to learn what is truly 
preoccupying the thoughts of most people. 


W henever there is a w ar going on, the voters 
are alw ays deeply w orried But this tim e there 
are issues of even m ore w idespread and inti­ 
m ate concern which are causing the people to 


be gravely discontented and fearful. 
M em bers of Congress are hearing about this 
in the letters they receive. When m any of them 
go back to their districts, they are buttonholed 
bv their constituents and given plenty of com ­ 
plaints. 


TH E 
PRESID EN TIA L 
CANDIDATES 
are 
dealing in the vaguest w ay with solutions for 


these issues, although they know how deep-seat­ 
ed are the people’s feelings on each one. The 
cal! for “ law arid o rd er” has bees popularized 
but citizens generally are upset because they 
believe that governm ental 
authority has not 
been exercised effectively at the federal, state 
or city levels. 
Nixon, in one of his speeches this week, 
prom ised to set up a national law -enforcem ent 
council and to select an attorney general who 
would really prosecute violations of federal law 
—which the R epublicans contend has been neg­ 
lected. 
H um phrey has issued a task force report on 
“ order and justice” and says the nation m ust 
mobilize not only to enforce the law s but to root 
out social and econom ic causes of crim e and 
violence. 
W allace prom ises a stern and repressive poli­ 


cy on the problem of civil disorder and crim e 
in the streets. 
The average voter isn’t so interested in any 
particular rem edy. But he does want “ som e­ 
thing done” to stop riots, m ake the streets safe 
and produce a m ore peaceful relationship be­ 
tween the races. 
The protest vote is not confined to any seg­ 


m ent of the people. R acial consciousness in 
som e cities has reached an extrem e point. A 
substantial m ajority of the Negroes want peace 
and are not sym pathetic w ith the m ilitants. In 
alm ost all the riots N egroes have suffered m ore 
injuries than have whites. 


W HETHER YOU TALK to taxi drivers in the 
big cities or to farm ers in the country districts 
or to dw ellers in suburban areas, the sam e in­ 
tensity of protest is encountered. 
The ordinary citizen doesn't offer any solution 
for the crim e problem but he thinks the p resi­ 
dential candidates ought to have one. He feels 
the governm ent ought to be able to find an an­ 
sw er. So his vote this year will be registered in 
protest against inaction and for whoever prom ­ 
ises really to “ do som ething” that is decisive 
and seem s likely to carry out his pledges. 
Among the m ost penetrating issues which 
have built m uch em otional stress a re federal 
“ integration’’ activities which involve the b u s­ 
ing of children from one school district to an­ 
other and tihe various laws forbidding ow ners of 
property to sell to w hom ever they please. 
The am azing size of the W allace percentages 
in different states is, of course, due to the mood 
of protest. P rim arily the undecurrent of dis­ 
content is leveled at the existing adm inistration 
in W ashington. This has happened m any tim es 
before—the people blam e unfavorable develop­ 
m ents on the party in power. 
Sum m ed up. reports of voier sentim ent indi­ 
cate clearly that there is a desire for change 
In the past, when a change in the party In pow ­ 
e r has been sought and obtained, the new ad­ 
m inistration has som etim es not done much bet­ 
ter than the preceding one. 
But the people feel, when they vote for an op­ 
position candidate, that at least the new chief 
executive will not be bound by party ties or 
platform s to pursue the sam e course as his 
predecessor. 


TH E PRO TEST TODAY is em erging in all 
sections of the country It seem s to be control­ 
ling the voters’ attitudes, irrespective of the 
fact that econom ic conditions are, generally 
speaking, satisfactory on the whole. 
While the constantly rising cost of living Is 
frequently referred to as an unfavorable devel­ 
opm ent for the party in power, it doesn’t dis­ 
turb the voters nearly as m uch as the emotion­ 
al issues of the day.

Watson, R-S.C., said Wednes­ 
day, “ The violence in Chicago 
was planned months in advance, 
and only an exorbitant amount 
of money could guarantee the 
success of the student disruption 
in that city.” 
The demonstrations triggered 
a series of bloody clashes with 
|)olice and National Guardsmen, 
who used clubs. Mace and tear 
gas to disperse the crowds. 
The subpoenaed antiwar pro­ 
testors and their lawyers had 
said they would continue the in­ 
sults, procedural objections and 
flamboyant tactics that marked 
Tuesday’s opening day of hear­ 
ings. 
Tlie hearings were in recess 
Wednesday in observance of the 
Jewish holiday, Yom Kippur. 
Rubin, who was thrown out of 
an un-American activities com­ 
mittee hearing two years ago 
while wearing a Revolutionary 
War uniform, was ejected twice 
at Tuesday’s hearing. 
He was first turned away 


when showed up with bullet- 
studded belts draped across his 
shirtless chest. He was allowed 
back when he took off the am­ 
munition belts. 
Rubin and 13 of his compan­ 
ions were then ejected near the 
end of the hearing after they 
stood in silent protest against 
the committee. 
In between, the lawyers, even 
though their clients weren’t tes­ 
tifying, raised procedural objec­ 
tions 30 times.

The demonstrations triggered 
a series of bloody clashes with 
police and National Guardsmen, 
who used clubs, Mace and tear 
gas to disperse the croups. 
The subpoenaed antiwar pro­ 
testors and their lawyers had 
said they would continue the in­ 
sults, procedural objections and 
flamboyant tactics that marked 
Tuesday’s opening day of hear­ 
ings. 
Tile hearings were in recess

yism at its worst” and renewed 
his objection to nominations by 
a “lame du ck” president. 
Bu t as the controversy went 
on he said, senators ended u p 
with “ a basketfu l” of other rea­ 
sons for opposing Fortas’ confir­ 
mation. No vacancy existed be­ 
cau se of the circu mstances of 
W arrm ’s retirement, the cou rt’s 
(^Isions were wrong in the 
fields of crime and pornogra­ 
phy, the $15,000 lectu re fee, and 
testimony that Fortas had con­ 
tinu ed to serve as an adviser to 
Johnson after going on the cou rt 
as an associate ju stice in 1965. 
Griffin, regarded as a politi­ 
cal moderate, left the attacks on 
the cou rt’s decisions to other 
senators.

The failu re of the antifilibu s­ 
ter move, by a 14-vote margin 
on Tu esday, doomed Fortas’ 
chances and led to the with­ 
drawal of the nomination. 
Griffin is no stranger to the 
giant-killer role. His congres­ 
sional career started in 1956! 
with a victory over a three-term' 
rejresentative. 
He was a major force in the 
overthrow of Rep 
Charles A. 
Halieck as GOP leader and he 
was co-au thor of the I.,andru m- 
Griffin Act. which was passed 
over the strenu ou s objections of 
the labor movement, a power 
political force in his home state. 
He got into the Senate by ap­ 
pointment after the death of 
Sen. Patrick V. McNamara, bu t 
he won the seat on his own in 
1966 by u psetting G. Mennen 
“Soapy” Williams, a .six-term 
Michigan governor who was 
cansidened one of the most pow­ 
erfu l figu res in Michigan’s his­ 
tory. 
Talk is now developing that 
Griffin may be projected into 
the post of chairman of the GOP 
policy committee which will be 
left vacant by the retirement of 
Sen. Bou rke B. Hickeolooper of 
Iowa. 
Griffin, 
a 
16.5-pou nder who 
.stands 5 foot, 8 and wears thick 
i 
glasses, plays golf and likes to 
fish for trou t. He cu ts his own 
lawn and cooks breakfast Su n-j 
day mornings for his family. 
He and his wife, the former! 
Marjorie Anderson of Lu dding- 
ton, Mich., have fou r children— 
three boys and a girl. His wife 
tau ght school while he was 
going to the University of Michi­ 
gan law school aft« * army serv­ 
ice in World War II, 
Griffin went into the Anriv as 
a private and was a forward ar­ 
tillery observer. He spent 14 
months overseas and came ou t 
erf the Armv as a corporal. 
He was born 
m Detroit and 
grew u p in a hou se hand-bu ilt 
by his father. 
He and his wife now have 
their Michigan home in Trav- 
er.se Citv, where Griffin prac- 
tcied law for six vears before 
his election to the Hou se.

A N S W E R : I iberglass is a name for fibers of glass drawn 
out so fine they are flexible. When combined with a 
modern, plastic material, such as polyester-resin, an 
extremely strong substance can be produced. This can be 
used in many ways, one of which is in the making of small 
boats, which we illustrate. In (I), we see a bit of glass cloth 
made by weaving glass fibers together. In (2), workmen 
are laying sheets of such cloth inside a mould of a boat s 
shape — something like covering the inside of a bathtub. 
In (3), the plastic resin is being sprayed on so it thoroughly 
impregnates the cloth. After the resin has set hard, the 
workmen will lift a hard, rigid boat shell out of the mould 
(4). Sometimes the cloth is laid over a core which is the 
exact shape of the boat’s hull. The fiberglass is pressed 
down over this. Such boat shells, when furnished with 
engines, seats and so on, make modern boats which are 
rot-proof, leak-proof and practical.
